The same was true of Wash- 
ington and Lincoln; and all the 
prominent leaders of evangelical 
Christianity and true patriotism. In- 
dividuality is one of the crying needs 
of the present day. Unfortunately 
strong individuality is rare among the 
bulk of people. They have always 
been used to take their opinions from 
others, and rarely see the importance 
of being masters of themselves.

In Toronto, Canada, the Gibraltar

Under this caption the editor of 
the “Northwest Review,” Rev. J. A. 
Meehan, arrests the attention of the 
reader: 

“Either ignorantly or maliciously, 
it is often said that the Catholic 


Church forbids the laity to read the 
Bible. The contrary is the truth.” 


Would Rev. Meehan be surprised 
it the writer tells him that in the 
country of the Pope, San Pietro In- 
fine, Italy, in a town with a popula- 
tion of 1,500 people there cannot be 
found a Roman Catholic Bible, not 
even in the library of the priests 
there? 


Moreover, Pope Gregory VIII says: 
“I command you to resist with all 
your strength the temerity of read- 


ing the Bible.” I suppose the Rev.

The balance, 
which they brought in a little later, 
were rejected by the Secretary of 
State on the ground that they did not 
conform to the, new law. 


The foes of the parochial schools 
have asked the Supreme Court to 
mandamus the Secretary of State to 
put their petition on the ballot, and 
hope to get a favorable decision. 

After giving further particulars of 
the legal difficulties confronting the 
Public School Defense League, the 
correspondent says: 


Sentiment in Michigan appears to 
be turning toward elimination of the 
parochial schools. If technicalities 
defeat a referendum on the question 
in 1924, many feel it will force itself 
on the ballot later. The swing in that 
direction since the first vote is no- 
ticeable. 

What happens in Michigan is of 
prime national significance, for Michi- 
garris a typical middle-western State, 
with a large population of foreign ex- 
traction, 

The Papalist schools are enlisted in 
the Michigan Private Schools Associ- 
ation. This organization terms itself 
non-sectarian, and _ includes the 
powerful group of Roman Catholic 
parochial schools of three dioceses, 
the lesser but important set of Ger- 
man Lutheran parochial schools, the 
parochial schools of the Calvinistic 
Hollanders in Michigan, and a small 
number of Seventh Day Adventists 
institutions.

It also claims the business colleges 
and various private schools. It main- 
tains an office at the capital, and puts 
out regular propaganda. The influ- 
ence of the parochial and private 
schools was sufficient to write an ini- 
tial law in their interest immediately 
after the 1920 vote, and in 1923 to 
paralyze the initiative with but one 
dissentient voice. 

Reviewing the immediate situation, 
on which a new vote pivots, Mr. Ham- 
ilton, attorney of the Public School 
Defense League, filed 56,282 
between May 1 and Aug. 29, 1923. 
The Secretary of State accepted 
54,362 of these. A total of 58,367 was 
necessary. Between Aug. 30 and Oct. 
20 Mr. Hamilton tendered 6,103 more 
names, which the Secretary of State

Argument Held Immaterial 


Characterizing this argument as im 
material, Mr. Moore says it wa 
raised by the previous Attorney-Gen 
eral, A, J. Groesbeck, now Governor 
of Michigan, and swept aside by the 
State Supreme Court. In 1920 Mr. 
Groesbeck argued of the proposal: 


It is in conflict with the Fourteenth 
Amendment to the Constitution of the 
United States in that it abridges the 
privileges and immunities of citizens 
of the United States. . 


It violates the Fourteenth Amend- 
ment in that it deprives persons of 
their liberty and property without 
due process of law. 


Handing down its decision just one 
month before election, the Supreme 
Court said: 


We are of the opinion that it is not 
our duty at this time to determine 
these questions. 


If the defendant in this case may 
decide whether the proposed amend- 
ment is unconstitutional, and thus re- 
fuse to submit it, may he not in any 
case in which it is his judgment that 
the proposed amendment is uncon- 
stitutional, decline to submit it. [If 
he may exercise this power, is not he 
going much farther than his duties as 
a ministerial officer authorize him to 
go? If the proposed amendment 
should receive a majority of the legal 
votes cast, there will then be time 
enough to inquire whether any pro- 
vision of the Federal Constitution 
has been violated. Until that time 
comes we must decline to express aily 
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opinion-as to the unconstitutionality 
the proposed amendment. 
We think it is the duty of the de- 
endant to submit the proposed 
mendment, and it is so ordered.

A Papalist Contention 

Dan J. Malarkey, an attorney rep- 
resenting the Papalist schools, said, 
among other things, that the fact that 
this law had been passed by a large 
majority vote of the people made it 
no more sacred than if it had been 
passed by the Legislature. He would 
probably express great resentment if 
anybody suggested that he was not a 
good “American,” but his words made 
i. plain that government of the peo- 
ple, by the people, for the people is 
no more worthy of support, or even 
obedience, than Pope Leo XIII, who, 
in the Encyclical “Immortale Dei” 
(1885) condemns it—with other 
American political fundamentals—as 
driving the Church “into an unright- 
ful position.”

A Matter of Dollars and Cents 

With the attorney for Hill Military 
Academy, the issue, according to the 
despatch, was chiefly one of dollars 
and cents. 


While the law was not to 
become effective until Sept. 1, 1926, 
its pre-effects on attendance at the 
school were already apparent in pros- 
pective withdrawals of boys of gram- 
mar school age, and that to prevent 
further losses the question of legality 
ot the law should be determined now. 
What the State Says 

Judge Wallace McCamant, who, as 
a member of the Scottish Rite Ma- 
sonic bodies in Oregon, was active in 
the initiation of the public school 
compulsory attendance law, made the 
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principal argument for the State offi- 
cers. He declared, first, that as the law 
is not yet effective the present action 
is premature. 


Arguing on the merits of the case, 
he said, in part: 


All presumptions favor the consti- 
tutionality of this statute. All doubts 
must be resolved against the conten- 
tions of these plaintiffs. The educa- 
tion of children is a police power func- 
tion within the scope of the State’s 
legislative power. Statutes provid- 
ing for the compulsory education of 
children are found on the books of all 
States. The validity of these is uni- 
versally recognized. 

With the power to provide for the 
compulsory education of children 
clearly established it follows that the 
State also is empowered to select the 
means for making such education 
effective. It may proceed along such 
lines as will, in the judgment of the 
legislative branch of the Government, 
assure that every child shall receive 
the education essential to good citi- 
zenship. The requirement that all 
children shall attend the public 
schools is a means adopted to make 
effective a power that it unquestion- 
ably possesses. 

In legislating for the welfare of 
minors the State has broad and plen- 
ary powers and a wide discretion in 
their exercise. The welfare of the 
child is the paramount consideration, 
and with this object in view the chil- 
dren may, in a proper case, be taken 
from their parents. 

The present law does not interfere 
with the religious liberty of anyone. 
The rights guaranteed by ihe Consti- 
tution preclude interference with re- 
ligious belief but do not give immun- 
ity from legislative control of actions. 
The statute in question makes no at- 
tempt to interfere in the slightest with 
the instruction: of children in any re- 
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ligious tenets which their parent: 
may entertain. 


Not “Anti-parochial School” Law 


In reference to the frequent and 
widespread erroneous reference by 
many newspapers and periodicals to 
the Oregon law as the “anti-parochial 
school bill,” Judge McCamant said: 


The language of this law is affirm- 
ative and not negative, and its pur- 
pose is similarly affirmative. It re- 
quires the attendance at the public 
schools of children of grammar schoo! 
age, eight to sixteen years. The act 
prohibits nothing. It does not inter- 
fere with attendance by children at 
other schools outside of public school 
hours. 


The whole point at issue in this 
case, in the view of Judge McCa- 
mant, was the interpretation to be 
placed upon the word “liberty” in the 
Fourteenth Amendment to the Fed- 
eral Constitution. The present plain- 
tiffs, he declared, were not in position 
to raise this question, as only a parent 
of a child between the ages of eight 
and sixteen years, and who wanted to 
place that child in a private school, 
could be affected by the issue. 


Willis K. Moore, representing the 
Attorney-General and Stanley Myers,

County, also argued for the conten- 
tion of the State officers on behalf ot 
the law.

The deed has been done. They 
dragged the Maid from the gloomy 
court-room to the square in Rouen. 
You have heard the murderous jab- 
ber of the waiting mob, the shrieks 
of those who saw too late how cruel 
and how bestial a thing was done 
that day in the name of God. You 
have even heard the executioner re- 
turn complacent to the waiting War- 
wick and speak as ironic a line as 
ever playwright put on paper. “You 
have heard the last of her,” he says. 

And then suddenly the scene shifts 
to a vision of a later day, and Joan’s 
spirit walks the earth to learn, with 
mingled feelings, what has become 
of the France she served and what 
great mirations of herself the world 
had made. It is the implication of 
that scene that the very generation 
which had canonized Joan ,would 
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burn her like at the stake again if 
her like were to come again on earth. 
It is as though Shaw were to step 
out into the audience and shake the 
fat fellow in the front row whom the 
play had worked up into such a glow 
of sympathy, such a flutter of easy 
pity—shake him and whisper in his 
ear: “If you had been in Rouen that 
day, are you sure you would not have 
voted with the Bishop of Beauvais 
and run with the witch-burning mob 
to see the torch applied?” 


But Luigi Pirandello goes even 
further than this in the “New York 
Times Magazine,” Jan. 13, for he de- 
clares Joan to have been really a Puri- 
tan, like Shaw himself. He puts the 
matter this way: 


This play represents in marvelous 
fashion what, among so many ele- 
ments of negation, is the positive ele- 
ment, indeed the fundamental un- 
der-pinning, in the character, thought 
and art of this great writer—an out- 
spoken Puritanism, which brooks no 
go-betweens and no mediations be- 
tween man and God;... Joan, in fact, 
cries to her judges: “If the Church 
orders me to declare that all that I 
have done and said, that all the vis- 
ions and revelations I have had were 
not from God, then that is impos- 
sible. I will not declare it for any- 
thing in the world. What God made 
me do I will never go back on; and 
what He has commanded, or shall 
command, I will not fail to do, in 
spite of any man alive. That is what 
I mean by impossible. And in case 
the Church should bid me do any- 
thing contrary te the command I 
have from God, I will not consent to 
it, no matter what it may be.” 

Joan, at bottom, quite without 
knowing it, and still declaring herself 
a faithful daughter of the Church, is 
a Puritan, like Shaw himself—affirm- 
ing her own.life impulse, her un- 


shakable, her even tyrannical will to 
live, by accepting death itself. 

Yes, the presentation of Joan of 
Arc as a martyr for the sake of lier 
Puritan ideals, among them the right 
of private judgment as to whetlier 
“the voices” she heard were those of 
God or of demons, as the Inquisi‘or 
declared they were, is entirely novel, 
and one that merits few thanks from 
the priests of Rome. 


Indeed, one of her outbursts, afier 
she had torn her recantation to pieces, 
might have been uttered by Arch- 
bishop Cranmer, or any of the mar- 
tyrs of the days of “Bloody” Mary. 
“Light your fires,’ she cries, “My 
voices are right. ... I know that 
your counsel is of the devil and that 
mine is of God.... He wills that I 
go through the fire to His bosom, for 
I am His child!” 


And it is a matter of history that 
shortly after the canonization of Joan 
certain Bohemian Catholics sent a pe- 
tition to Rome to have the case of 
John Huss reopened, with a view to 
his canonization also. He was burnt 
in 1415 by order of the Council of 
Constance in spite of the safe con- 
duct of the Emperor Sigismund.

ine letter reads, in part, thus: 


\s a priest I ought to employ all 
my moral and spiritual resources to 
leal my brethren to find the way to 
God over all the encumbrances of su- 
perstition. I feel that to do this the 
simple declaration of the regenerat- 
ine Gospel is enough. And when- 


ever I have done so in the confes- 
sional or in ministrations to the dy- 
ing, I have seen wonderful transfor- 
mations—miracles of faith. 

One of the most wonderful of these 
cases—in which my own soul seemed 
to experience a new birth—occurred 
a few months ago. <A young lady 
student in the Normal School, was 
obliged to abandon her studies to 
help her father in the support of the 
family. But under the hard labor in 
a cotton mill her strength gave way; 
and after four months of intense suf- 
fering she called me to her bedside, 
against the will of her father—a mili- 
tant Socialist. Her bed was a per- 
fect arsenal of sacred amulets— 
Sacred Hearts of Jesus, little habits 
of the Madonna, images of saints 
sacred relics, rosaries, blessed crosses 
and crucifixes. Only Jesus—the real 
living Jesus—was wanting, the Great 
Forgotten, whom the Roman Church 
has banished, substituting for Him 
an infinite variety of useless devo- 
tions. . 

I felt a deep pity in my soul for 
the spiritual destitution of the dying 
girl. Then acting on a sudden im- 
pulse—casting aside every consider- 
ation of caution that personal inter- 
est would suggest to me—I told her, 
as I felt in my own inner self, about 
the Great Absentee, who alone could 
give peace to her troubled soul. I 
spoke in very simple words, but I 
saw my message descend upon that 
poor, sinful soul like a refreshing and 
life-giving shower. The girl drank 
in my Gospel message with an eager- 
ness impossible to describe. Her 
eyes shone with an unusual light as 
within her breast a new hope came 
into existence, and also a new faith. 

It was an hour of ecstasy for us 
both—a blessed hour, in which I had 
the experimental proof of the truth 
of the words of Jesus: “I am the 
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Resurrection and the Life; he that 
believeth in Me, though he were 
dead, yet shall he live. And whoso- 
ever liveth and believeth in Me shall 
never die.” 


The girl died knowing that 
through death she was about to be- 
gin the new life. I shall never for- 
get the look of gratitude with which 
she said, in passing away, “Thank 
you, brother! Helping me to find 
my Friend, the Great High Priest, 
Jesus, you have given me life! I 
pray you, do not forget to speak thus 
with my dear ones.” 

And then this priest, upon whose 
soul the Sun of Righteousness has 
risen, with healing in His wings, 
goes on to tell of the spiritual and 
intellectual slavery in which the or- 
ganization of his Church holds him 
fast, and concludes one paragraph 
with these tragic words: “Hence the 
agony, the tragedy of my spiritual 
life!” 


Another capable priest, who is well 
learned in several modern and Ori- 
ental languages, writes as follows: 


I have loved honesty and sincerity 
in the discharge of my duties. 
But when I became aware of the im- 
moral purposes of a R. C. society 
and understood their dishonest deal- 


ings, ... I could not keep silent. In 
vain I have appealed to Roman tri- 
bunals, and even to the Pope him- 
self, for justice. This disregard of 
every sense of morality has lasted 
over two years, and now I am left 
practically without any means to 
fight my just cause. Helping me you 
will do a great act of justice to many 
others who are awaiting the hour of 
their deliverance... I am sure you 
can understand my position and for- 
give my uneasy state of mind. It is 
the martyrdom of three long years, 
and you can ‘easily understand how 
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a man can bear anything, but nothing 
that affects sincerity and justice, 
Rome has, with the blackest decep- 
tion deceived me, and it has tried as 
much as within its power to deprive 
me of all means of livelihood. 


The third priest who has appealed 
to us Says: 


Here in we are passing 
through evil times. State and Church 
have prostituted themselves, and free- 
dom of speech is at preesent dead. 
Yes, you are right, for justice we 
must look higher. If it were not that 
I have put great confidence in your 
promise, and hope in your assistance, 
I should pass very bitter days. | 
gather from your letter that you have 
started something practical to open 
for me the way of salvation. | 
ardently long for the moment to set 
foot on America’s blessed soil with 
the same ardor and zeal of the J’il- 
grim Fathers.... I wish I only could 
make my way to the U. S. to enjoy 
freedom of soul and liberty of speech. 
I rely on your promise, and I hope 
you will shorten the days of my cap- 
tivity. 

Dear Christian reader: We will say 
no more, though, if it were not for the 
danger of compromising our brothers 
we could add many particulars about 
their situation, feelings and unspezk- 
able sufferings. We must help them, 
free them, attend to their immediate 
needs. Let us hearken to the voice 
of our conscience and of our God
